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GOV.  TIM  BABCOCK 

Governor  Babcock,  who  started  a  full  four-year  term  at  the 
beginning  of  this  year,  has  been  Montana’s  chief  executive  since 
the  death  of  Gov.  Donald  G.  Nutter  and  five  others  in  a  plane 
crash  Jan.  25,  1962.  At  that  time,  he  was  the  state’s  lieutenant  gov¬ 
ernor.  He  filled  the  remainder  of  the  Nutter  term  and  last  Novem¬ 
ber  was  elected  to  a  new  term.  Governor  Babcock  was  born  in 
Littlefield,  Minn.,  Oct.  27,  1919,  and  spent  his  early  life  on  a  home¬ 
stead  in  Dawson  County.  His  formal  education  ended  with  the  out¬ 
break  of  World  War  H,  in  which  he  served  as  a  combat  infantryman. 
He  returned  to  civilian  life  as  a  truck  driver,  took  an  interest  in 
community  affairs  and  politics  and  in  development  of  his  trucking 
business  at  Billings.  He  served  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
from  Custer  County  in  1953  and  from  Yellowstone  County  in  1957 
and  1959.  He  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1960  by  more 
than  16,000  votes  and  was  chosen  Governor  in  1964  by  more  than 
7,200  votes.  He  is  married  to  the  former  Betty  Ruth  Lee  and  they 
have  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Roger  Mennie  and  Marla  Babcock,  and 
one  granddaughter.

LT.  GOV.  TED  JAMES 

For  the  first  time  in  nearly  two  years,  Montana  in  1965  again 
has  a  lieutenant  governor.  He  is  Ted  James,  a  Great  Falls  attorney, 
who  won  the  office  in  1964  by  more  than  4,800  votes.  Lt.  Gov. 
James  succeeds  to  the  office  formerly  held  by  Gov.  Tim  Babcock, 
who  took  over  the  chief  executive’s  post  on  Jan.  25,  1962,  when 
Gov.  Donald  G.  Nutter  and  five  others  died  in  a  plane  crash. 
James  was  born  in  Sand  Coulee  June  1,  1918,  and  is  a  graduate 
of  the  law  school  at  Montana  State  University.  He  served  as  Cas¬ 
cade  County  attorney  1950-54,  as  chairman  of  the  Montana  Pa¬ 
role  Board  1956-59  and  was  a  member  of  the  Montana  Highway 
Commission  from  Feb.  1,  1961,  until  June  26,  1964,  when  he  re¬ 
signed  to  pursue  his  campaign  for  the  lieutenant  governor  post. 
In  that  office,  he  presides  over  the  Senate  and  sits  in  for  the 
governor  when  the  latter  is  out  of  the  state.  James  is  married  to 
Peggy  Ford,  daughter  of  the  late  Gov.  Sam  C.  Ford.  They  are 
parents  of  a  daughter,  Judy,  and  two  sons.  Bob  and  Doug.
